First of all, it is immediately evident to anyone coming 
into the cafeteria that at least twice as much help as is re- 
quired can be found loafing around behind the various 
counters. There are so many employes in the place that they

THE HORNET'S FUNCTION 


An editarial in the October 22 issue of The Daily Cali 
fornian (Berkeley) begins thusly: “We have a problem. lt 
is this—activities on campus demand more publicity than 
the Daily Cal can ever hope to give them. People sometimes 
go as far as to say that the main function of the paper is 
to promote activities.” This problem is not pecubiar to the 
Daily Cal. We have the same trouble. 

A small, relatively hard core of individuals seems dedi- 
cated to the task of turning The Hornet into what the Daily 
Cal called “a bulletin board.” The DC went on to say: “Sorry, 
gang, we think our primary function is to put out a paper 
that appeals to the students and is read with some interest. 
And despite the war cry of some activity majors, a bulletin 
board ig not a paper.” 

The Hornet could become a bulletin board easily enough 
if all the 57 or so recognized organizations and clube on the 
campus suddenly began turning in copy concerning their 
activities—and if we suddenly decided to run all this essen- 
tially esoteric stuff. 

As a matter of record, no more than 8 or 10 organiza- 
tions regularly bring copy to us te run. Usually we run it 
almost as presented, making only minor corrections. But as 
the flow of more interesting and more important copy picks 
up, the editing pencils fly faster and faster over the club 
notes. 

The point we wish to make here is this: We intend to 
keep this paper as readable and interesting as possible. Club 
and activity news should not interfere with this aim. 

Now let us repeat what we said in the past. We en- 
courage all clubs to bring copy in to us, and it will usually 
be run. Usually, but not always. 

Contrary to what a few outspoken individuals seem to 
think, (and we’re all for outspoken individuals) The Hornet 
is not against anybody or any group on campus. If we don’t 
choose to run a news item about a specific group our action 
should not be construed as meaning that we don’t approve of 
that group or that we aren’t appreciative of the time spent 
in bringing us the information. 

Also, when we choose to editorialize against actions of 
&@ group, it should be remembered that it is the actions we 
are referring to—not the group. 

The Hornet is FOR this school, and FOR everybody 
eoncerned with it—but we don’t want to cease being a 
readable paper.

Knight's Position Still Vague 








The latest developments in 
the dogfight tor the Califor- 
nia geyernorship have politi- 
cal pundits pounding their 
collective heads against the 
wall. 

Many of the “experts” for “ob- 
servers” as you prefer) are sus- 
pect of Gov. Goodwin J. Koight’s 
motives. They just dont know 
what the governor is up to, and 
they're concerned about some of 
his rather mysterious words and 
acts 
First of all, Rep. Patrick Hillings, 
a Los Angeles Kepublican con- 
gressman and a bosom buddy of 
Vice President Richard M. Nix- 
m, started bellowing about how 
there is a strong possibility 
Knight will back out of 2 pri- 
mary fight with Knowland and 
either run for Knowland’s to-be- 
vacated Senate seat or accept a 
high federal appointive post 

Knight, who was under the 
weather (flu, what else?) at the 
time, said nothing. No political 
statements until next week, his 
press secretary said 

This set off rumors in the capi- 
tal building that Knight might be 
actually considering a quiet re- 
treat. Some feit Knight was un- 
der pressure from GOP teaders to 
back out in order to avoid a pos- 
sible party split when Kaight and 
Knowland bang heads. 

(Note: Richard Nixon, who 
does not like Goodwin Knight, is 
the leader of the Republican 
Party, in fact if not in theory.) 

When “next week” came (last 


Monday) Knight issued a formal 
press release he did not hold a 
press conference, where he would 
have been subject to the sharp 
questions of curious reporters 

which said that he was and is 
still a candidate to succeed him- 
self as governor of California. 

He said Knowtand’s cohorts 
had been after him to back out, 
but that he had politely declined 
to do so, (Knowiand immertately 
said his boys had not been pester- 
ine Goodie, that Knights own 
men had probably been the ones 
who sought to get the governor 
to quit.) 

The governor also said he had 
not been approached regarding a 
federal appointment (e.g., a cabi- 
net past). But he did NOT say 
he would turn one down if an 
offer were made 

Further, the governor said he 
did not see a soiution to the “wn- 
passe” between him and Know- 
land “at this time.” Political re- 
porters hopped on this as 4 pos- 
sible indication the governor is 
working fiendishly to “work out” 
some sort of an arrangement with 
Knowland. The only sort of ar- 
rangement conceivable would be 
ene under which either Knight 
or Knowland would forget about 
the governorship. This may have 
indicated GOP leaders are still 
plenty worried and will do any- 
thing short of mayhem to avoid 


a party split. 
Reason: if the GOP loses the 
governorship, it will probably 


also fose the state fegisiature and 
the California congressional dele-

gation. Since California ig one of 
the key states to national contrat, 
GOP leaders would go the limit 
to “close party ranks” and pre- 
sent a united front against Demo- 
cratic candidate Edmund G. (Pat) 
Brown, a most happy fella these 
days. 

So after Knight's “clear-cut” 
statement of his intention to stay 
in the race in the face of rumors 
to the contrary, observers with 
the dubious ability to see a num- 
ber of meanings behind almost 
afiything were still seratching 
their heads in bewilderment 

To further mystify the situa- 
tion, Knight said he was embark- 
ing on a twa to three weeks vaca- 
tion to rest up for the battle 
ahead. Destination: unknowa 
Traveling companion: Newton 
Stearns, Knight's executive sec- 
retary and right hand man. Rea- 
son: who knows? 

But whatever his reason, 
Knight thinks it is importaat 
enough to pass up the meeting 
next weekend of the California 
State Republican Central Com- 
mittee at Santa Barbara, which 
he was previously scheduled to 
attend 

It's possible Knight is taking 
the vacation for the express puc- 
pose of getting some rest, but 
that is highly improbable and at 
best a naive assumption. It is 
more likely he is laying the 
groundwork for whatever he has 
planned for the next several 
months. 

One thing is sure. He’s not in 
a very enviable position.

His secret, we sus- 
pect, lies in his versatility, and 
this sets him apart from even the 
oid master, Edgar Bergen. Win- 
chell can sing, act, use a variety 
of dummies, and calmiy walk 
from the stage leaving Jerry Ma- 
honey to handle a singing duet 
with Miss Moore all by himseif. 

Boone returned to the stage to 
sing several other songs includ- 
ing Chances Are, Remember 
You’re Mine, and (it had to come 
sometime) Tenderiy. If we hear 


one more vocatist, from Margaret 
Truman to Little Rihcard (vocai- 
ist?) sing this song, fits wil! fol- 
low. It seems a singer just isn't 
a singer anymore’ untess ‘hé can 
belt out a ripping rendition! of 


Tenderly, and this has even put 
a cramp in the Stardust market. 
Pat Boone has what one could 
call a quiet show, and therein, 
we suspect, lies his trouble. For 
two seasons now, Perry Como has 
been lulling the television audi- 
ence with his easy-going manner. 
Now, a quiet show, like Como’'s 
once in a while is O.K., but clut- 
ter the air with too many of them 
and you'll put the tranquilizer 
people right out of business. 
Boone's potential as an enter- 
tainer is tremendous, but unless 
he is given a better opportunity 
to develop it on his television pro- 
gram, we suspect he would do far 
better to stick to the movies. 

Changing channels, we find of 
homespun Tennessee Ernie Ford 
in the middie of In The Middle 
of an Island, looking as high and 
fancy as the hen that laid the 
square egg. 

Here is a man who is a delight 
to watch; you never know quite 
what to expect from Ford. No 
matter what he says or does, he 
conveys the impression that he is 
gettme a big kick out of it, as is 
the audience. 

Ford's vocal group, The Top 20, 
sang In a Little Spanish Town 
con mucho gusto. This group does 
fairly well for itself, although it 
doesn't have the polish of The 
Voices of Walter Schumann. Our 
only gripe is the name the group 
has chosen for itself. . . . It 
sounds as though it was swiped 
from Brothers’ Bill Elliot or 
Rase, or by someone who was 
grasping for straws in an effort 
to name the singers. 

Guest on Tennessee Ernie's 
show was Lee Marvin, who is 
usually seen as the star of his 
own M-Squad. Naturally, the 
writers gave Ford and Marvin de- 
tective jokes to kick around be- 
tween themeelves. “I've become 
so wrapped up in this detective 
business,” announced Marvin, 
“that every night when | go home,

§ don’t talk to my wife—t grill 
her.” 

It was here that Ford harpoon- 
ed Marvin with a reply that can 
only be described as classic. “You 
“that you 


mean,” he countered, 


only pinch her in the line of duty 
instead of in the usual place.” 

Topping both Boone and Ford, 
however, was the first Frank Sin- 
atra effort of the season. This 
opened with a shot of Sinatra's 
bony fingers snapping against a 
dark background to the tune of 
Lonesome Road. The camera 
backed away, revealing the sing- 
er in his entirety, and by George, 
as soon as the song was over, 
ABC had the good grace to tell 
us just exactly what the heck we 
were watching 

Sinatra’s voice was in top 
form, and that, in a word, is 
terrific. 

With’ him on his show were 
Kim Novak, Peggy Lee, and Bob 
Hope. Sinatra and Hope were 
fresh and delightful; they shot in- 
sults at each other and tore the 
c2vii out of Bing Crosby. When 
Sinatra caustically called Hepe 
an unflattering name, Hope coun- 
tered with “You better watch it. 
or I'l get out my skinny jokes!” 

Peggy Lee was not what you 
Would call amusing, but she sure 
sang up a storm or two. Unfoe- 
tunately, ail Miss Kovak could 
come up With was a lousy imita- 
tion of Marilyn Monroe. 

We mean L-O-U-S-Y. It was by 
virtue of his own enigmatic per- 
sonality that Frank Sinatra kept 
the show on its feet during Miss 
Novak's featured spots, and a 
darn shame that Kim Nov ak, who 
usually has much more to offer, 
fell so flat(?) 

Unfortunately, too, the rest of 
Sinatra's shows will not be of one 
hour duration. But if Sinatra con- 
tinues to come up with material 
of the calibre of his first show, 
he could very easily walk off witir 
an Lmmy.

the best known jazz singer of the 
day is Fila Fitzgerald, who con- 
cerns herself primarily with qual- 
ity popular songs. This is illustra- 
tive of the fact that whether a 
person is or isn't a jazz singer de- 
pends not on material but on 
manner. 

A jazz singer is constantly con- 
scious of a beat, and a swinging 


rhythm, improvises on the melody 
tine and sometimes the lyrics, and 
tries to project sincere emotion. 
This is true no matter what style 
of song is being sung, although 
it’s no coincidence that nearly all 
good jazz singers can sing blues 
well. 

The major female jazz singers 
of the day are Ella, Anita O'Day, 
Billie _Holiday, Sarah Vaughan 
and Dinah Washington. There are 
not many others who even com- 
pare with these, although the 
ecene isnt nearly as barren as the 
critics would have us believe. 

There are, however, some sing- 
ers with relatively large follow- 


ings who aren't as original as 
they should be. Among the count- 
less singers who copy Anita 
O'Day's style are two Chris 
Connor and June Christy — who 
rate among the most successful 


(financially) jazz singers ever. 

Both Miss Connor and Miss 
Christy are very talented singers 
but Miss O’Day is something 
more than that and, consequent- 
by, the other two sound more like 
each other than like Anita, 

Sarah Vaughan has probably 
the best voice of al} jazz singers, 
and sincerity and orginality are 
other strong points of her sing- 
ing. 

Dinah Washington seems to be 
a singer who grows on you. Most 
persons aren't greatly wnpressed 
by her upon first hearing, but 
eareful listening makes her con- 
siderable talent evident. 

Among male jazz singers, Louis 
Armstrong, the greatest ever, is 
still as good as any —when he's 
serious. Unfortunately he isn't 
often serious ,these days 

Turner, Rushing and Wither- 
spoon, as stated above, are first 
rate blues singers, with the for- 
mer two rating among the top 
jazz contributors of all time. 

Mel Torme, Frank Sinatra, 
Bobby Troup, and Matt Dennis 
aren't always recognized as jazz 
singers, but they are-—and fine 
ones. 

Then there is a fellow named 
King Pieasure, who seems to be 
rather inactive iately. Pieasure 
is apparently the founder and cer- 
tainly the leading exponent of a 
unique school of jazz singing. 
He takes saxaphone solos by 
leading artists and “translates” 
them into words while singing 
lines of notes very close to those 
played originally on the sax. 

Pleasure is not only unique, but 
also extremely talented and very 
much worth hearing.

Basketball requires 
each team play two games against 
league cumpetition, as does base- 
ball. This part does not have pro- 
vision for possible cancellation 
by one or other of the affected 
teams. The by laws will no doubt 
be remedied at the next FWC 
meeting as an occasion arose this 
season when a member of the 
conference was forced to can-

India Is Topic for 
Tuesday Lecture 

Report from India will be the 
topic of a lecture by Dr. David 
E. Sopher, assistant professor of 
geography, Tuesday at 1 p.m. in 
111 Physics building.
